In a special message, Truman 
said removal of controls would 
mean serious hardship for mil- 
lions of tenants “who are caught 
in a ‘sellers’ market and cannot 
obtain lower rents by shopping 
around.” 

He said housing is the one acute 
shortage remaining from wartime 
and added: “Until supply is near 
enough to demand so that the 
forces of competition will again 
operate effectively to protect the 
tenant, rent control should con- 
tinue.” 

Truman went on to say that the 
policy should be continued of 
“granting the landlord all justi- 
fiable increases in rent.”

“It is clear, therefore, that a 
sudden and simultaneous removal 
of rent controls on a national 
scale would precipitate a wave of 
exorbitant rent increases.” 

Truman said most cities still 
suffer from a serious housing 
shortage. He told Congress that 
construction since the war has 
been mostly for higher - income 
families. 

“In large cities, new units suit- 
able for families with children 
generally rent for $85 a month 
or more,” he pointed out. “Hous- 
ing at rentals that families with 
incomes of less than $300 a month 
can afford is still extremely 
scarce in most urban areas and in 
thousands of smaller communi- 
ties. In many of the larger urban 
areas there are _ virtu no 
rental vacancies in livable dwell- 
ings. The situation is also par- 
ticularly severe in smaller com- 
munities near military installa- 
tions where the families of many 
married service men live.” 


He said the present law, which 
he wants extended, provides for 
“orderly” decontrol of rental 
units. In 1946, he _ reported, 
16,000,000 units were under con- 
trol. That number is now down to 
11,000,000 and the number under 
federal control will be reduced 
to 8,000,000 by July 1 because of 
decontrol actions in four states.

Young Simmons fired a single 
shot at Pannier as the miner 
started to unlock the door to his 
house. The boys took a wallet 
containing about $40, dragged 
Pannier’s body to the barn and 
covered it with hay. 

The boys drove away in Pan- 
nier’s Model A Ford, but it stalled 
about five miles from the farm. 
They caught a bus to Peoria, 
spent a night in a hotel lobby, 
and then took a bus to nearby 
Delavan. Returning to Péoria, 
they were waiting in a bus depot 
for a Chicago-bound bus when 
picked up by police.

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POLICE BOARD RIFT 


INK, HAMPERING 
EFFORTS TO SOLVE 
BINAGGIO MURDER 


Detectives Hesitate to 
Tread on Political Toes 
— Handling of Letters 
From Boss’s Files Is an 
Example. |

KANSAS CITY, April 21—Po- 


litical factionalism which has 
split Gov. Forrest Smith’s re- 
organized Board of Police Com- 
missioners here is hampering ef- 
forts to soitve the 16-day-old 
gangland slayings of Charles Bi- 
naggio, gambler and _ politician, 
and his henchman, Charles Gar- 
gotta. 

Police have hesitated to tread 
on political toes in the inquiry. 
influenced by the top level split 
which followed Gov. Smith’s ap- 
pointment of J. L. (Tuck) Milli- 
gan, as president of the Police 
Board, and Sheridan Farrell, as 
a member, both of whom were 
aligned with the Binaggio politi- 
cal faction. 

Efforts of police to find the 
slayers appear to be intensive, 
but there also is evidenced a dis- 
inclination to pursue any line of 
inquiry which might affect politi- 
cal figures in Binaggio’s general 
background. 

Police Morale Slumps. 

Morale of the /olice Depart- 
ment has slipped noticeably since 
Milligan succeeded in bringing 
back into the department Thomas 
J. Higgins, who was chief of de- 
tectives during the wide-open era 
of protected crime under the 
political regime of the late Thom- 
as J. Pendergast. Higgins was 
recalled from obscurity last June 
and was placed in a _ position 
where he has to report only to 
the Police Board. 

Higgins, who had quit the Po- 
lice Department in 1939 after a 
reform administration had demot- 
ed him, was given the title of 
superintendent, and was recog- 
nized as the representative 
of Gov. Smith’s reorganized board. 
Police have been confused over 
the situation and don’t know 
whether Higgins or Chief of Po- 
lice Henry W. Johnson is actually 
running the department for the 
board. 

The split was widened recently 
after Mayor William E. Kemp, an 
ex-officio member of the board, 
charged the crime situation here 
is out of hand and asked the 
Governor to investigate the Police 
Department. - Kemp later ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction when Gov. 
Smith announced there would be 
no changes in the department or 
in the board, after the Governor 
met with the board in a secret 
three-hour conference to which 
the Mayor was not invited. 

Evidence of Caution. 

An indication that police are 
proceeding cautiously in the Bi- 
naggio-Gargotta investigation is 
given in their handling of cor- 
respondence found in Binaéggio’s 
political club headquarters, where 
the murders occurred. The con- 
tents and importance of this cor- 
respondence has been disclosed 
by police only fragmentarily. 

Instead of locking up and ques- 
tibning suspects separately with- 
out giving them opportunity to 
compare notes, as was formerly 
established police custom, police 
here have succumbed to a mod- 
ern trend, noticeable in many 
cities, of treating underworld 
characters with “kid gloves.” 

This practice, evolved from the 
paradoxical combination of the 
influence of politicians and crim- 
inal attorneys and certain types 
of reformers who inveigh against

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FIRST TESTIMONY 
OF NATION - WIDE 
CRIME, GAMBLER 
SETUP PRESENTED 


Los Angeles Police Offi- 
cial Urges Senators to 
Look Into Killing of 
Chicago Race News 
Head James Ragen.

WASHINGTON, April 21—The 
McFarland Senate Commerce sub- 
committee, holding hearings on a 
bill to restrict interstate trans- 
mission of gambling information, 
received today its first testimony 
that there is something like a 
nation-wide crime and gambling 

syndicate. 

The witnesses were Los Angeles 
chief of police, Maj. Gen. W. C. 
Worton, Marine Corps, retired, 
and Capt. Lynn White of the Los 
Angeles police department, de- 
scribed by Gen. Worton as “my 
intelligence office—my G-2.” 

Gen. Worton preferred to speak 
of a “loose confederation” of 
gamblers and criminals rather 
than a “nation-wide syndicate,” 
but his “G-2” went further. 

Urges Inquiry Into Killing. 

Capt. White strongly urged that 
the committee investigate the 
killing in Chicago several years 
ago of James Ragen who, at the 
time of his death controlled the 
nation-wide distribution of racing 
information essential to handbook 
operation. No incident, he said, 
better illustrates the tie-up be- 
tween professional gamblers and 
criminals. 

Asked who controlled distribu- 
tion of the Continental News 
Service in California, White said 
it was Ragen’s son-in-law, Rus- 
sel Brophy, but that he was just 
a “front man” and his Wackers 
were Al Green and Jack Dragna, 
hoodlum associates of Frank Cos- 
tello, reputed head of the nation- 
wide gambling syndicate. 

This was the first time the name 
of Costello, who represents him- 
self as a respectable New York 
business man, had been brought 
into the testimony. 


Testimony by Mayor. 


The testimony of the two Los 
Angeles police officers was rein- 
forced by that of Mayor Fletcher 
Bowron of that city, who ex- 
pressed the belief that a nation- 
Wide syndicate controls the Con- 
tinental News Service of Cleve- 
land, racing wire service of which 
Edward J. McBride is at least 
the nominal head, and the con- 
trol of the wire service ‘makes 
a very serious combination with 
rackets.” 

Bowron said the telephone com- 
pany in California had been co- 
operating with police efforts to 
suppress commercialized gam- 
bling there, but the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Co. had not been 
so co-operative. 


Gen. Worton said that, while 
the bill would not eliminate or- 
ganized gambling, but only curtail 
it, wherever Continental News 
Service operates on a large: scaie 
there were. gang murders over 
who should control it. 


“This outfit called Continental 
News Service is the one we have 
to put out of business,” Gen. Wor- 
ton said. “They are the people 
who are corrupting the police de- 
partments of our cities and ruin- 
ing the youth of America.” 


Evidence of Corruption. 


As evidence of the corruption, 
he said that in 1936 the Los An- 
geles distributor of its informa- 
tion was confronted with a de- 
mand for a 10 per cent in the 
profits, a demand made by a 
gangster. The distributor tele- 
phoned either Ragen or Moe An- 
nenberg, Worton said, and was 
told by one of them to pay the 
10 per cent “even if it has to 
come off the top.” 


The Los Angeles witnesses were 
followed by Mayor Delesseps Mor- 
rison of .New Orleans, who said 
he was speaking for his own city 
and the American Municipal As- 
sociation, of which he is the im- 
mediate past president. 

The crux of the problem, Mor- 
rison said, was putting out of 
business the Continental News 
Service.

WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son said today he believes the 
world is in a serious situation be- 


cause of recent moves by Russia 
but that he does not see it mov- 
ing into any armed conflict. 

At a press conference, Acheson 
said there is tension in the world 
now and the things the Russians 
are doing are far from helpful. 

He accused the Russians of try- 
ing to stir up trouble in several 
areas, citing their stand on the 
Baltic airplane incident, their ac- 
cusations against the Western 
Powers over Trieste and their re- 
newed demands for special rights 
in the Dardanelles strait. 

Acheson declared the Russian 
charges that an American B-29 
airplane violated Russian terrjtory 
and fired at Red fighter aircraft 
are “fictitious allegations.” He 
said the Russians know they are 
not true. 

He denounced as “wholly false” 
Russia’$ charge that the United 
States has violated the Italian 
peace treaty by maintaining 
troops at Trieste. He said a Rus- 
sian note received yesterday on 
the subject was based mainly on 


“a number of outworn argu- 
ments.” He said it was obviously 
intended to keep Yugoslavia and 
Italy from reaching a friendly 
agreement on Trieste’s future. 

The Secretary branded as 
“nonsense” Russia’s accusation 
that Britain and the United 
States are establishing an illegal 
military and naval base on the 
Adriatic. Any visitor to Trieste 
“ean plainly see for himself” how 
false this Russian claim is, he 
said. 
“British and United States 
troops are in Trieste in complete 
conformity with the obligations 
of the Italian peace treaty,” Ache- 
son declared. 

He restated American opposi- 
tion to Russian demands for spe- 
cial rights in the Turkish-con- 
trolled Dardanelles. 

In response to a question, Ache- 
son came out against any public 
congressional investigation of 
United States policy in Germany 
such as has been proposed by 
Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
and seven other Senators. ~ Ache- 
son said the members of Con- 
gress can find out all they want 
to know about German policy 
without public hearings. 


PRACTICE BOMBS 
DISTURB LUNCHEON 
FOR ELIZABETH 


VALLETTA, Malta, April 21 
(UP)—A realistic American prac- 
tice bombing raid on nearby Filfa 
island interrupted a luncheon in 
honor of Princess Elizabeth’s 
twenty-fourth birthday today. 

The Princess, who is expecting 
her second child this summer, was 
some 
dessert from a dish held by a 
steward when the first bombs 
shrieked down on tiny Filfa, only 
a mile away. 

The explosions, reminiscent 
of the 1940-41 German blitz on 
London, so startled Elizabeth that 
she dropped the spoon, jumped to 
her feet and, with her husband 
and other guests, hurried to the 
roof. 

In the distance, they could see 
smoke arising from Filfa. Soon 
word was received that planes 
from the American carrier Mid- 
way were dropping live, heavy 
caliber bombs on the island. 

The explosions continued peri- 
odically, but the’ princess and 
other members of the party -re- 
turned to their lunch. 

The luncheon was a_ small 
\private one given by the Earl and 
Countess Mountbatten in their 
villa, Guardamangia, for the prin- 
cess and her husband, the Duke 
of Edinburgh. 


LIGHTNING BITS 
C-54 BUT 29 ABOARD 
ARE LANDED SAFELY 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 


—Lightning struck an Air Force 
C-54 plane carrying 29 persons 
late yesterday but the crippled 
ship flew on for 100 miles and 
landed at Bolling Field here. 

The bolt disabled one of four 
engines and ripped a _ two-foot 
hole in the tail assembly as the 
plane soared 7000 feet above Gor- 
donsville, Va., about 100 miles 
west of Washington. 

It left Kelly Air Force Base, 
Texas, in the morning, carrying 
16 hospital patients, five passen- 
gers and a crew of eight. 

“When the, lightning hit, there 
was a terrific blast and a lot of 
fire came from one engine,” said 
Lt. Billy Payne of Johnson City, 
Tenn., the pilot. 

“We cut that engine off.” 

Co-pilot William O’Connell of 
Lone Pine, Calif., said everyone 
was calm. “When the bolt hit,” 
he added, “it was like a cannon, 
The weather was not bad—ex- 
cept for the one bolt.” 

The hospital patients were tak- 
en to Walter Reed Medical 
Center.

Lost U.S. Flyers. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
—Russia’s brush-off of the Unit- 
ed States note on the Soviet- 
American plane incident angered 
members of Congress today and 
drew from House Democratic 
Leader McCormack, Massachu- 


setts, a suggestion that it might 
be well to break diplomatic re- 
lations. 

McCormack said in a statement 
that the Russian attitude is “in- 
sulting.” He added: “It seems to 
me the time has arrived when we 
should either call back our Am- 
bassador for a long period of 
consultation or completely break 
off our diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Union.” 


In a House speech, Chairman 
Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
Armed Services Committee, ac- 
cused Russia of an act of aggres- 
sion—‘“‘a murderous, dastardly, 
despicable act which has been of- 
ficially condoned by the Russian 
Government.” 

He was talking about the loss 
of 10 American flyers aboard an 
unarmed Navy plene which the 
United States says was shot down 
by Soviet fighter planes over the 
Baltic Sea on April 8. 

Vinson addressed the House 
shortly after Moscow rejected as 
“clearly absurd” this country’s 
demand for compensation for the 
loss of lives and for assurance 
that there will be no recurrence 
of the incident. 

After Vinson spoke, the House 
by a vote of 330 to 0 approved a 
Senate resolution to bestow post- 
humous decorations on the 10 
flyers aboard the lost plane. The 
Senate passed the resolution 66 
to 0 on Wednesday. 

Vinson said the Americans were 
killed “deliberately, savagely and 
brutally” and “in wanton disre- 
gard of human decency, of prin- 
ciples of international law and of 
the most elementary rules of 
peaceful conduct between fNa- 
tions.” 


He called the incident an “act 
of aggression by Russia.” 
Passage of the resolution, Vin- 
son said, is not “an adequate 
answer to cold-blooded murder of 
Americans by a foreign power.” 
“Our reaction must be reflect- 
ed in American determination to 
maintain sufficient force to in- 
sure Russian respect,” he added. 
“Otherwise we will race pellmell 
into another war, a war fomented 
by our own military weakness.” 
The United States, Vinson said, 
must .let the world know “that 
America does have the determin- 
ation to maintain the required 
armed forces which alone will 


prevent a future war.”

Photography Attempt Charged. 

In a note handed to United 
States Ambassador Alan G. Kirk, 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky contended the American 
plane had been attempting to 
“photograph Soviet defense in- 
stallations.” 

The note said “the Soviet Gov- 
ernment confirms its resolute pro- 
test (of April 11) to the United 
States Government against the 
gross violation by an American 
military aircraft of the Soviet 
frontier.” 

Vishinsky insisted the plane 
was not, as the United States 
said, a Navy Privateer which dis- 
appeared April 8 on a flight from 
Germany to Denmark, but a 
“B-29 Flying Fgstress.” 

(A Flying Fortress is a B-17. 
A B-29 is a Superfortress. Both 
are four engine planes, as is the 
Navy Privateer which bears a 
superficial resemblance to them.) 

Russian investigation of the in- 
cident, the Russian note said, 
turned up facts which “complete- 
ly refute both the United States 
Government’s statements to the 
effect that the American aircraft 
did not, violate the frontier of the 
Soviet Union and also that it was 
allegedly unarmed.” 

U. S. Demands ‘Absurd.’ 

The note declared the Ameri- 
can plane fired first at Russian 
fighters. American demands for 
compensation and for a guarantee 
against a recurrence “are clearly 
absurd and without any founda- 
tion whatever,” it added. 

Three days after the United 
States plane was lost on a flight 
from Wiesbaden, Germany, to 
Copenhagen, Vishinsky summoned 
Kirk to the Foreign Office and 
personally read him a note ac- 
cusing the United States of vio- 
lating Soviet territory over Latvia. 

The strongly worded Russian 
note contended an American 
bomber flew over Lepaya, Latvia, 
refused to heed an order to land 
at a nearby field and instead 
fired on the fighters. Vishinsky 
said the Russian fighters then re- 
turned the fire and the American 
plane disappeared in the direc- 
tion of the Baltic. 


(The United States, rejecting 
the Russian note Wednesday, in- 
sisted the Navy plane was the 
one fired on by the Russians. 
The Russians themselves had giv- 
en indications that it was the 
same plane, and the United States 
contended it was the only Ameri- 
can craft aloft in the area at the 
time in question. The Navy 
plane and its 10 crewmen have 
been givén up for lost.)

3. Russia should punish those 
responsible for shooting down 
the aircraft.

Three Others Subpenaed. 

_ The subcommittee today sub- 
penaed Bellt V. Dodd, a former 
Communist, and two Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation informants 
to testify Tuesday in connection 
with the Lattimore case, Edward 
P. Morgan, committee counsel, 
said that besides Miss Dodd the 
witnesses subpenaed are Law- 
rence eKriey of the New York 
Journal-American and John J. 
Huber, for 10 years an FBI un- 
dercover ggent. 

Miss Dodd was expelled from 
the Communist party in 1948. In 
an affidavit made public yester- 
day by Lattimore’s counsel, she 
said that she never heard Latti- 
more “mentioned by (Communist) 
party leaders or friends of the 
party as a party member or a 
friend of the party.” This con- 
tradicted the testimony of Budenz 
now a Fordham University pro- 
fessor. 

She was called at the request 
of Lattimore’s counsel. Kerley and 
Huber were subpenaed at the re- 
quest of ‘McCarthy. The three 
and Budenz will be questioned in 
secret by-the subcommittee. 

General Defends Lattimore. 

Other developments were:

Thorpe 
said his files were in the posses- 
sion of the Army, but told the

“I do believe, however, it is en- 
tirely proper for me to express 
my strong conviction, based on 
careful examination, that Owen 
Lattimore is a loyal American 
citizen and is in no way an agent 
of the Communist party nor of 
the U.S.S.R.” 

He said he had looked into Lat- 
timore’s record first in the early 
1930; when he examined the af- 
fairs of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations: second when Lattimore 
visited the Pacific theater of op- 
erations in 1944 and 1946, and 
finally in 1947 when he sought 
Lattimore’s aid in procuring Rus- 
sian linguists for the Army. 

Thorpe said that over half of 
his 32 years in the Army were 


spent in intelligence work, prin- 


cipally in Pacific ocean areas and 
the Far East. He said of Latti- 
more:

Testimony Called “Hearsay.” 

Senator Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, a member of the inquiry 
committee, put all of Budenz’s 
testimony in a “hearsay” cate- 
gory.

Budenz, the one-time managing 
editor of the Daily Worker who 
renounced Communism in 1945, 
corrected previous testimony by 
saying that while he was still a 
Communist he once met Alger 
Hiss “under a false name.’

American naval base” it said had 
been established in the port city. 

‘The note was delivered here 
last night to diplomats of the 
United States, Britain and 
France by Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko. Published 
by, the Russian news agency Tass, 
it charged Trieste “has been con- 
verted ... into a military spring- 
board occupied by the armed 
forces af the United States and 
Britain, which constitutes a 
threat to the peace and ‘security 
of Europe.” 

(In Washington, American of- 
ficials said the United States and 
Britain were within their legal 
rights in keeping troops in 
Trieste until the free territory is 
established. They said Russia 
was chiefly responsible for the 
the delay in setting up the ter- 
ritory because, they charged, the 
Russians would not agree on a 
governor to administer the area 
under a U.N. mandate. 

(Britain, France and the United 


States in 1948 proposed return, 


of Trieste to Italy, which form- 
erly occupied it. United States 
officials now say any settlement 
of the Trieste question must 
take into account the interests 
of Yugoslavia, whose claims for 
the territory were backed by the 
Russians when the Italian peace 
treaty was signed in 1947 but 
whose government. since has 
broken with Russia and its satel- 
lites. 

(As for the “Anglo-American 
naval base” protested against by 
Russia, officials sources in Lon- 
don said it consisted of two of- 
ficers and seven men. They pre- 
dicted the note would be re- 
jected.) 

Demand for Governor. 

The Russian note demanded 
immediate appointment of a gov- 
ernor for Trieste, the first step 
outlined by the Italian peace 
treaty for the organization of the 
free territory. £ 

The note pointed out the ap- 
pointment was to be made by the 
U.N. Security Council—of which 
Russia, the United States, France 
and Britain all’: are members— 
after congultation with Italy and 
Yugoslavia. Occupation troops— 
the United States, Britain and 
Yugoslavia now have 5000 troops 
each in the area—were to be 
withdrawn four and one-half 
months after the governor takes 
office. 

The Russian note made no 
mention of Yugoslavia. How- 
ever, the boundaries of the free 
territory, outlined by the peace 
treaty and cited by the Russians 
in their latest demands, include 


the Yugoslav-occupied area. 

The Russians charged that the 
United States, Britain and France 
“have for three years hampered 
in. every. way the appointment of 
a governor, for the territory of 
Trieste.” 

The note listed three Russian 
candidates—a Swede, a Norweg- 
ian and a Frenchman—and said 
the Western Powers had rejected 
all of them. It contended that 
the Soviet Union had agreed to 
a number of other candidates pro- 
posed by other governments. It 
mentioned a Belgian proposed by 
Belgium, a Swiss proposed by 
Britain ‘and a Spaniard proposed 
by Yugoslavia. 

“But the Soviet Government,” 
the note said, “had only to agree 
to any of these candidates for the 
representatives of the Westefn 
Powers immediately to refuse to 
support them and create a dead- 
a 

Reference to West Proposal. . 

The note termed the Western 

proposal of March 20, 1948, to 
put Trieste under Italian sov- 
ereignty an “attempt at open vio- 
lation” of. the peace treaty and 
an endeavor “to bring oauine 
pressure ‘to bear on the parlia- 
mentary elections taking place at 
that time ‘in Italy.’ 
The United States and Britain, 
the’ Russian Government charged, 
had “grossly violated’’ peace 
treaty provisions on demilitariza- 
tion and neutrality of Trieste. 

“American and British troops 
are maintained uncontrolled in 
Trieste,” the note declared. “Army 
maneuvers and other military 
measures are carried out. 

“More and more United States 
and British warships are contin- 
ually arriving in Trieste and use 
Trieste as their permanent naval 
base. Military airdromes and bar- 
racks are under construction on 
the territory of Trieste and stra- 
tegic roads are being laid. 

“There are no civilian authori- 
ties whatsoever in Trieste; every- 
thing is subordinated to Anglo- 
American military authorities who 
have established a military re- 
gime in Trieste. As a result, in- 
stead of being a free territory 
administered on a democratic 
basis Trieste “has been made an 
illegal Anglo-American naval base 
existing in the south of Europe 
on foreign territory which be- 
longs neither to the United States 
nor to Britain.” 


Russia itself has been reported 
building a submarine base at 


the mouth of the -Adriatic. Other 
reports have quoted refugees as 
saying Russia was constructing 
flying bomb ramps on the Alba- 
nian Adriatic coast, opposite Italy. 
With these, Russia might be able 
to close the Adriatic against 
access to Trieste, situated at the 
head of the se sea. 
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4000 REDS KILLED, 
6000 CAPTURED, 
NATIONALISTS SAY 


Hainan Victory Over In- 
vaders Claimed—Signs 
Battle Still Is Going 


On, However.

TAIPEI, Formosa, April 21 
AP)—The official Chinese WNa- 
tionalist news agency reported to- 
night that 4000 Communist in- 
vaders on Hainan island were 
killed and 6000. surrendered in an 
eight-hour battle today. 

A Nationalist nava com- 
munique placed the number cap- 
tured at 4000. The news agency 
said the prisoners included two 
Russians. 

While the reports were issued 
at the same time, the news 
agency’s communications from the 
big southern island are faster and 
might represent later develop- 
ments. Its dispatches spoke of 
the remaining red invaders as 
“remnants” and said they were 
being mopped up. 

It appeared that the National- 
ists might actually be achieving 
the victory they have been pre- 
dicting since the full-scale red 
invasion of Hainan Monday morn- 
ing. 

Stanley Rich, Associated Press 
correspondent who arrived on 
Hainan last night, reported the 
capital city, Hoihow, was celebrat- 
ing the victory today with fire- 
crackers. At the same time, he 
reported some signs that the Na- 
tionalists were not doing so well. 

He said he saw a tiny AT-6 
training plane struggling to get 
off the ground with a 25-pound 
bomb strapped under each wing. 
B-17s and B-25s were landing 
and taking off again at an air- 
field three miles from Hoihow, 
indicating the battle was continu- 
ing. 


Communist Version. 

(The Communist radio at 
Peiping said Red Gen. Lin Piao’s 
crack Fourth Field Army went 
ashore Monday along a stretch of 
25 to 45 miles west of Hoinow, 
the capital, and cracked “line 
after line” of Nationalist de- 
fenses. 

(The broadcast said Red troops 
by the second day had smashed 
10 miles inland and captured 
Fookshan (Fushan), 25 miles 
southwest of Hoihow. The Reds 
said they killed or wounded 200 
Nationalists and captured 2000.)

WASHINGTON, April 21 (UP) 
-—A Government witness testified 


today that John Maragon, efst- 
while friend of Presidential Aide 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan of 
St. Louis, was paid $505, expenses 
for services in Government sur- 
plus property negotiations. 

The witness, George A. Chad- 
wick Jr., Washington lawyer and 
former executive of Transamerica 
Traders, Inc., a firm organized 
after the war to deal in surplus 
property, testified at Maragon’s 
perjury trial. 

Maragon, 56-year-old former 
Kansas City bootblack, who be- 
came a White House hanger-on, 
is being tried on charges of lying 
when he told a Senate investigat- 
ing committee that he did no 
business with Government agen- 
cies for private firms from 1945 
to 1949. 


Paid Maragon $505. 


Chadwick said he paid Mara- 
gon $505 in three separate checks 
for expenses Maragon submitted 
for trips he made on business for 
Transamerica to New Jersey, New 
York and Indiana. 

Joseph F. Major, former War 
Assets Administration employe, 
said Maragon came ,to his office 
three times in 1948 as a represent- 
ative of Transamerica, but he 
could not recall any specific re-, 
quest Maragon made of the 
agency. 

At the Senate “five percenter” 
inquiry last summer Major said 
he got his WAA job through 
Vaughan, but he did not mention: 
Vaughan in today’s testimony. 

Suit is Pending. 

Chadwick has a suit pending to 
recover $8000 from Maragon 
which Chadwick claims was en- 
trusted to Maragon by Trans- 
America. 

Prosecutor Charles B. Murray 
said the Government may rest its 
case late today. Whether or not 
it does may depend on the health 
of Maragon’s mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Hattie E. Johnson of Salisbury, 
Md. 

One count against Maragon 
charegs that he lied when he said 
he borrowed $5000 from her last 
year. The Government will not 
press that count if Mrs. Johnson, 
who is suffering from a heart ail- 
ment, cannot testify. 

Vaughan will not be called to 
testify for the Government. De- 
fense attorneys said they have 
not decided yet whether to call 
the President’s military aide as a 
witness. 


Link to Perfume Company.

largely in evening dress, were 
climbing the ramps when Fritz 
Reiner, conductor, raised his 
baton for the prelude promptly 
at 7:30 o’clock. Then the doors} 
were loaked, and for the dura- 
tion of the overture the tardy 
ones cooled their heels in the 
corridor. — 

A Glimpse of Fashions. 

As late arrivais made ticir en- 
trances, they marred no lines at 
all, for the opening moments were 
in pantomime. Meanwhile, those 
in gallery seats craned their necks 
to note the popularity among box 
holders of floor-length gowns, 
both sleek and bouffant; with 
black and shades of cocoa, brown 
and red well represented. Cor- 
Sages were scarce compared with 
other years. 

Escorts of women in the boxes 
mostly wore dinner coats, only 
a few being in tails. Beyond the 
boxes was a sea of business suits, 
with here and there a boiled shirt 
front looking like a lonely pen- 
guin. 

Curtain calls following Acts I 
and II were accompanied by full- 
bodied rounds of applause. The 
crowd abided by the program’s 
injunction against interruption 
of the music with clapping until, 
in Act III, spontaneous ripples 
greeted the first singing of the 
“Prize Song” by.

visible and audible flaws, it was 
musically cohesive and achieved 
at times an effect of sweeping 
and penetrating eloquence. Its 
most highly vitalized moments oc- 
curred when Paul Schoeffler, who 
sang the role of Hans Sachs, was 
on the stage. 

Schoeffler dominated the cast 
and the periormance. The part 
is naturally a rich one, but he en- 
riched it further by countless in- 
cisive strokes of characterization 
that added up to a completely 
humanized portrait of the cobbler- 
philosopher-poet and the univer- 
sal artist.

His 
voice had power, resonance, 
warmth, flexibility, accuracy and 
projection under every condition 
of dramatic or musical stress: To 
say that it was memorable is to 
use that old standby of musical 
reporting with the strictest ac- 
curacy. 

Pechner a Good Beckmesser. 

Gerhard Peckner in the role of 
the carping Beckmesser also made 
a valuable contribution to the 
proceedings. In general he acted 
along traditional lines.

FIND BE USED TO 
BUILD SCHOOLS 


Board Group Recom- 
mends Phat $3,500,000 
Be Spent on _ Institu- 
tions for Housing Area. 


A recommendation that the 
Board of Education’s $3,500,000 
permanent fund be used to con- 


a large housing project is to be 


erected was made today by the 
board’s finance committee. 

The committee voted. unani- 
mously ‘to recommend to the 
board that the proposition be sub- 
mitted to the voters as early as 
possible. Approval by the voters 
is necessary before such use 
could be made of the permanent 
fund. 

As suggested. by the committee, 
the money would provide school 
facilities necessitated by construc- 
tion of the 704-unit apartment 
project to- be built, starting this 
summer, in an area between Sev- 
enth and Ninth streets, north of 
Carr street. The project is the 
one designated as’ M-1-3. 

J. Harry Pohiman, chairman of 
the board’s physical plant and 
sites committee, who attended the 
meeting, pointed out that the new 
housing project will require the 
building of two .new vclementary 
schools in the area for Negroes 
and the conversion of Washington 
Technical High School, for Ne- 
groes, into an elementary school. 

White children in the new hous- 

ing project, under present plans, 
would attend the Patrick Henry 
School, now used by Negroes, who 
would be distributed among the 
converted Washington Technical 
building and the two new schools. 
At the same time a new technical 
high school for Negroes would 
have to be built. 
The permanent fund now con- 
sists of Government securities 
with a par volue of $3,269,000 
and real property assets, which 
can be converted readily into an 
amount estimated at about $500.-

Construction of privately built 
and operated housing on military 
bases was authorized by the 
Eighty-first Congress to relieve 
acute housing shortages in com- 
munities adjacent to bases. 

Spokesmeén at Scott Base said 
that even after the new project 
is completed there still will be a 
need for 1000 additional family 
units to take care of personnel.

Budenz, former Communist 
leader, was questioned closely 
about his relations with Kohlberg 
by Senator Green (Dem.), of 


Rhode Island. As disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch last September, 
Kohlberg had a $1,500,000 annual 
trade stake in China, which pre- 
sumably has been blocked by the 
fall of the Chiang Kai-shek Gov- 
ernment. 

Asked by Senator Green 
whether he knew about Kohl- 
berg’s “interest” in China, Bu- 
denz, who had already said he 
knew Kohlberg well, replied 
that he knew nothing of his “busi- 
ness” interests—although Green 
had not mentioned business.

Kohl- 
berg, he went on, “has had no 
influence on me in this matter,” 
referring to his own views on 
China. 


“I agree (with Kohlberg),” he 
continued, “that the loss of China 
has been a terrific disaster and 
recognition would be one of the 
greatest disasters in American 
history.” 

Never Met Goodwin, He Says. 


He said, in response to further 
questioning about China propa- 
gandists, that he has never met 
William J. Goodwin, until recent- 
ly a paid agent for the Chiang- 
Kai-shek Government. 

Kohlberg is financial angel of 
the America-China Policy Asso- 
ciation, formed after an inter- 
necine fight for control of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. The 
association regularly sends out 
pro-Chiang material to editors 
and publishers, and Kohlberg has 
acknowledged that his importing 
firm in New York bears a part of 
the association’s expenses. Offices 
of the association are in Kohl- 
berg’s business office. 

Lattimore, as well as Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson and other 
top officials of the department 
who have been in charge of Far 
East policy, long have been a 
target of the China lobby. One of 
the most vociferous critics of the 
State Department has been Sena- 
tor Bridges (Rep.). of New Hamp- 
shire, who in 1948 accepted a 
$1000 campaign contribution from

Editors’ Society): 


Group Assured by Congressman That U.S. 
Is Nearing Postwar Peak of 
Defense Readiness. 


WASHINGTON,, April 21 (AP) 
-—~Four hundred editors, assured 
that the nation is nearing Its post- 
War peak of armed readiness, 
heard atomic bomb secrecy dis- 
cussed today. 

Members of the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors at 
their annual meeting were told 
by Representative Mahon (Dem.), 
Texas, that the 1951 defense dol- 
lar would be wisely and prudent- 
ly spent. 

“We'll soon be in a better po- 
sition of readiness to fight than 
we have been since the end of 
the shooting in 1945,” reported 
Mahon, chaiman of the sHouse 
Armed 


subcommittee. 
Mahon said members of Con- 
gress were convinced that 13 bil- 


lion dollars would provide the. 


armed might needed to discour- 
age any Russian designs, in spite 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
testimony that another $500,000,- 
000 would plug some weak spots. 
Favors Steady Program. 

“We don’t propose to go up and 
down in our spending with every 
flying saucer that skims across 
the horizon,” Mahon said. “We 
want to develop a steady, ade- 
quate program and stick to it.” 

Though the Soviet Government | 
is spending 40 per cent of its in- 
come on defense as against this 
country’s 32 per cent, Mahon said, 
the Russians lack long-range 
bombers or any other “over- 
whelmingly powerful arm with 
which to strike directly at the 
United States.” 

Criticizes AEC. 

Gerard Piel, editor of Scien- 
tific American, accused the AEC 
of indirect censorship on the 
press and “poisoning” its own re- 
lations with American | science. 
Piel contended also that AEC’s 


policy of secrecy is retarding the 
vital atomic energy program. 

From Henry D. Smyth, an AEC 
member, the editors heard a de- 
fense of the commission’s poli- 
cies on information. Smyth said 
the AEC aims to. preserve both 
the nation’s defense secrets and 
its freedom of speech. 

The editors got- the two men 
before their annual meeting here 
because of concern over atomic 
censorship and an incident in- 
volving the Scientific American 
last month. Telling of: the inci- 
dent, Piel said he burned 3000 
copies of the magazine and melt- 
ed the type under AEC super- 
vision last month because the 


AEC objected to an article by a' 


at a “middle course” in its een- 
sorship policy, in an effort to pre- 
serve both the nation’s defense 
secrets and its freedom of speech. 
He made clear that this is not 
roving to be an easy job. He 
said the whole censorship issue 
places the AEC in a dilemma. 


Factor of War In Solution. 


“A clear solution would only be 
possible,” he said, “if we knew 
exactly when we might have to 
defend ourselves in another war. 
If it were to be next year, we 
should choose complete secrecy; 
if we were sure that there would 
be no war for 30 years, we should 
abandon all secrecy.” 

Yesterday’s meeting heard Basil 
L. Walters, chairman of the soc- 
iety’s committee on world free- 
dom of information, caution against 


“moves to bring about control by 


the armed forces of the atom.” 

He added: “It surely is possible 
for newspapers, without violating 
any security, to discuss all ques- 
tions on the future of the bomb 
so that the public does not ab- 
dicate to politicians and military 
men its own responsibility to 
decide.”

Because of the secrecy policy, 
Piel declared, willing industrial 
firms are frustrated in their ef- 
forts to help develop atomic weap- 
ons and at least one university, 
Syracuse, has declined to take 
further secret atomic contracts. 

Piel hit particularly at AEC’s 
recent request that not only all 
its employes but its former em- 
ployes refrain from talking or 
writing on technical aspects of 
the A-bomb and H-bomb develop- 
ment programs. 

“The authorities on atomic 
energy to whom we might turn 
today are muzzled,” he said. ‘We 
are left with the (AEC’s press) 
handouts. The muzzling of inde- 
pendent news sources is clearly 
an indirect but effective, censor- 
ship of the press, .. .”

MANCHESTER, N. H., April 21 
(AP)—Dr. Hermann N. Sander, 
whose license was revoked by the

*?!Medicine Wednesday, was dropped 


from the staffs of two hospitals 


_|last night. Two other hospitals 
'|had barred him previously. 


The 41-year-old physician was 


« |acquitted last March 9 of killing 
‘/*|a woman cancer patient by air in- 


jections. 

The state board revoked his li- 
cense for what it termed “moral- 
ly reprehensible action in de- 
liberately injecting” the air. It 
indicated, however, that an appli- 
cation for restoration might be 
considered after a 60-day period. 
Testimony at Dr. Sander’s mur- 
der trial indicated the injections 
were made after the woman had 
died. The only explanation the 
physician gave was that “‘some- 
thing snapped.” 

Spokesmen for the Elliott and 
Hillsboro county hospitals—the 
latest to drop the doctor—said 
that if his license is restored he 
may apply for reinstatement. 

Two Catholic hospitals—Notre 
Dame and Sacred Heart—barred 
Dr. Sander permanently as a 
visiting physician, soon after his 
acquittal in court. 

The action of the Elliott and 
Hillsboro county hospitals fol- 
lowed that of the American 
Academy of General Practice in 
Kansas City, which revoked Dr. 
Sander’s membership. 

Atty. Louis C. Wyman, who de- 
fended the doctor in his murder 
trial, held a day-long conference 
with his staff yesterday discussing 
the action of the state board. 

“All we can say is that the mat- 
ter is very much under study,” 
Wyman told reporters.

Streptomycin, effective when 
first given to a tuberculous: pa- 
tient, generally loses its punch 
after a few weeks or months be- 
cause new strains of the tuber- 
culosis germ develop that aren't 
affected by the drug. The panel 
said viomycin has been shown in 
the laboratory tests to be effective 
against these new strains as well 
as against those that streptomy- 
cin can kill. 

This problem—the development 
of resistance to streptomycin— 
was called the most serious prob- 
lem in the whole field of the use 
of drugs to treat tubeculosis. 

In another attack on this prob- 
lem, the continued effectiveness 
of streptomycin has been 
strengthened by giving a patient 
streptomycin only every two or 
three days instead of daily and by 
administering a second anti-tu- 
berculosis drug at the same time.

The report was made by Dr, 
Harris Isbell, of the research divi- 
sion, United States Public Health 
Service Hospital, Lexington, Ky.

CRENSHAW GETS 
3 YEARS AFTER 
PLEADING GUILTY 


Trial Ends Abruptly 
When Defendant 
Changes Plea in Three 
Criminal Assault Cases. 


Jeff Crenshaw faced a three- 
year prison sentence today after 
abruptly ending his trial on a 
charge or criminally attacking a 
10-year-old girl with a guilty plea 
yesterday afternoon. 

The sentence was imposed by 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius 


when the 48-year-old Grafton 
(111.) railroad worker also pleaded 
guilty to two other similar charges 
pending against him. 

The crowded courtroom was 
taken by surprise when Morris A. 
Shenker, Crenshaw’s attorney, 
stood up after a long recess of 
court and said: “The defendant 
wishes to change his plea of not 
guilty to guilty. 

“He has lost 25 pounds in the 
last few months because of all 
the publicity. He.is physically un- 
able to endure a trial and certain- 
ly he could not go through two 
additional trials. He has com- 
mitted an offense and he wishes 
to plead guilty.” 

The attorney told the court, 
however, he felt confident the 
jury would have returned a ver- 
dict of acquittal if the trial, 
which began Monday, had gone 
to a conclusion. 

Judge Sartorius gave Crenshaw 


‘|a two-year sentence on the charge 


involving the 10-year-old girl and 
sentences of two and three 
years, all to run concurrently, on 
charges of attacking two other 
girls, 11 and 13. 

Before the plea was accepted 
and sentence imposed, Judge Sar- 
torius declared a mistrial at the 
request of Shenker. 

“When the defense attorney 
indicated in a conference in my 
chambers that a plea of guilty 
might be entered and that he 
would ask for a mistrial, I re- 
viewed the whole case,” the judge 
said. 

“I knew I would have to de- 
clare a mistrial if requested. The 
girl’s mother disagreed with the 
child and the child with the 
mother. The police officers dis- 
agreed with each other. 

“The state never proved the 
corpus delicti except with a lead- 
ing question. This question was 
highly objectionable and the ob- 
jection should have been sus- 
tained. 

“If there had been a convic- 
tion, it would have been reversed 
on appeal.” 

The prosecution was handled 
by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
William S. Bahn, 

Jurors Are “Puzzled.” 


Eight of the 12 men on the 
jury told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er they had been “puzzled” by 
the evidence presented by the 
state, chiefly because of discrep- 
ancies by the girl and her mother. 

Several of the jurors said they 
considered the girl ‘‘a smart 
aleck”’ and questioned her state- 
ments on the witness stand. 

Before pleading guilty and dur- 
ing a recess in court, Crenshaw 
conferred at length with members 
of his family in a corridor in 
Municipal Courts building. 

Last December, Crenshaw, who 
formery lived in the 3700 block 
of North Broadway, pleaded guilty 
before Circuit Judge David J. 
Murphy to two of the charges on 
which he was sentenced yester- 
day. Judge Murphy sentenced 
Crenshaw to two years in prison, 
but placed him on parole two 
weeks later. 

After a public outcry, following 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch 
of the parole, Judge Murphy set 
aside the sentences and Ordered 
the cases reinstated on the docket.

The measure was 
sent to the upper house -where 
the opposition appeared ready ‘to 
defy American demands for its 
approval. 

Leaders of the Socialist Demo- 
cratic and Co-operative parties to- 
day asked to see MacArthur to 
present an apepal for “independ- 
ence of the National Diet.” Com- 
munists were excluded from the 
petitioning delegation. _ ‘ 

MacArthur’s insistence on the 
tax law was one of the rare in- 
stances of public dictation to the

lation.

Before the war the Japanese 
had no idea of what Americans 
meant by fair-trade practices. 
Business there had always been 
a dog-eat-dog and cutthroat af- 
fair on its lower levels, and out 
of this conflict a few great fam- 
ilies known as Zaibatsu had come 
to control the whole economic 
life of the country. 

They had parceled out for 
monopoly control the various di- 
visions of the business world. 
Each of these great Zaibatsu con- 
glomerations of weaith and power 
ruled fields divided by treaty 
among themselves, and they were 
beyond control by anybody in 
the country until Tojo and his 
military clique came along and 
went berserk. 

Taken Over by Army. 

The excesses of the Tojo gang 
frightened the business giants in 
the 1930s. It was too late then 
to do anything, however. The 
Army they themselves had built 
up to extend their empire abroad 
had simply taken over all of Ja- 
pan, including control of the busi- 
ness world itself. 

It was the old story, familiar 
in the history of American rack- 
eteering, whereby little business 
men in New York and elsewhere, 
or little labor unions also, used 
to hire gunmen to do their bid- 
ding, only to find that the gun- 
men had cut themselves into con- 
trol of the business. 

Gen. MacArthur, leading a 
great many other Americans, 
thrashed the gunmen and hanged 
a few of their leaders. Then he 
got orders to break up the eco- 
nomic power which had backed 
them. 

The General’s subordinate, 
picked to do his job, was Welch, 
an economics professor from 
Ohio, with a little Government 
experience under the New Deal.

seems to have strengthened Japan 
as a bulwark against Communism.

As the time for a peace treaty 
with Japan approaches, one of 
the great questions remaining to 
be answered in Tokyo is how 
much of the great social revolu- 
tion started there by Gen. Mac-~ 
Arthur and his subordinates will 
survive. 

Social Reforms Attacked. 


Already many of the social 
gains which came to the Japanese 
people because of the General’s 
endeavors are under puwerful at- 
tack or are being whittled away 
by the rough necessities of eco- 
nomic recovery. 

Those reforms which are under 
the most severe strain today are 
the labor laws, the new school 
laws, the anti-monopoly and fair 
trade practice laws and that great 
land reform law which has been 
hailed as a model for most of im- 
poverished Asia. 

MacArthur’s agrarian revolu- 
tion in Japan up to 1950 had 
given about 3,000,000 farm fam- 
ilies, who used to be tenants op- 
pressed by exorbitant rents, full 
ownership and title of the lands 
they till. The General took these 
landless peasants and made cap- 
italists out of them. He did this 
by pushing through the Japanese 
Parliament a law abolishing ab- 
sentee ownership of farmland. 
There was no confiscation. The 
owners were paid in Japanese 
Government bonds bearing 314 
per cent interest.

If not, why not? 

All discussion of the problems 
involved in making the hydrogen 
bomb—a subject which may af- 
fect the lives of all Americans 
only too intimately—must be car- 
ried on gropingly, in near-dark- 
ness. Yet the basic, publicly 
available facts on this hideously 
unpleasant subject have been re- 
ported recently. And these facts 
point rather obviously to certain 
interesting deductions. 

In the first place, all the avail- 
able evidence clearly indicates 
that a very great effort indeed 
must be made if the true hydro- 
gen bomb is to be achieved. The 
problem of “maintaining assem- 
bly”—of keeping the bomb mech- 
anism intact long enough for the 


| fusion process to take place—is in 


itself. a fantastically difficult 
scientific and engineering prob- 


lem. 
Calls Effort Insufficient. 


Yet conversely, all the evidence 
at hand also suggests that nothing 
like the kind of effort apparently 
required is in fact being made. 
This evidence falls into three 
parts. Part one is the President’s 
brief statement: “I have directed 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
to continue its work on all forms 
of atomic weapons, including the 
so-called hydrogen or _ super- 
bomb.” This statement clearly 
implies that no special, new, or 
extra effort is contemplated. 

Part two is the budget. Very 
great expenditures will clearly 
be necessary if the extraordinary 
problems involved in making the 
hydrogen bomb are to be solved 
in anything like the immediate 
future. Yet the total atomic 
energy appropriation is less than 
2 per cent of the national budget, 
and no large special appropria- 
tions have been requested. 

Part three is the _ scientists. 
The great scientists who made 
the atom bomb possible—Oppen- 
heimer, Urey, Bethe, Zacharias, 
Bacher, Fermi, A. H. Compton, 
to name a random list—are clear- 
ly not working full time, or even 
part time, on the hydrogen pro-

Post a Desirable One. 


The Ottawa post is considered 
extremely desirable. It is an em- 
bassy and it is close to home, as 
so many difficult and arduous am- 
bassadorial posts are not. The 
Canadians are old friends who are 
managing their own affairs well. 
To many Foreign Service officers 
who have been coping with the 
proud, sensitive and needy new-, 
comers to the family of nations, 
Ottawa would in some respects 
seem like a rest cure. 


Yet there’ is work of the most 
formidable importance to be done 
there. Canada is a partner in our 
atomie energy enterprises and 
possesses atomic raw materials. 
With the Russian threat from the 
Necrth, its co-operation in defense 
is more than ever invaluable. 

Woodward has been a success- 
ful Chief of Protocol. 

This is the bureau that admin- 
isters impartial social justice to 
the diplomatic corps, visiting 
firemen and the local bureaucra- 
cy, according to ironclad rules of 
precedent and tradition. They 
may jeer in Dubuque over grown 
men bothering with the problem 
of who sits where at a White 
House dinner for the Shah of 
Iran but it is nevertheless of 
proved importance to the amity of 
nations.

A Neutral Germany? 

Will West Germans accept temporarily the 
partition of Germany as the price of relative 
freedom? That is the essential question with 
which the Big Three foreign ministers: will be 
wrestling when they meet next month to chart 
their future course. 

Walter Lippmann, and the advieitan of “neu- 
tralization” of Germany, think the answer is 


‘No. They think the centuries-old drive for Ger-. 


man unity again will carry the day, no matter 
what the cost, But if it does, the West will have 
lost Germany—and probably Europe, which ap- 
parently cannot survive without Germany. — 

Unification can be achieved simply by moving 
the iron curtain to the Rhine. Lippmann hopes 
it also can be achieved as the result of an agree- 
ment between East and West to withdraw from 
the two Germanys and leave a re-united Ger- 
many as an unattached third force in Europe. 

But in that event, the Communist East Ger- 
man Army would be free to stage all the coups 
it liked, and Communist agents would have a 
field-day throughout the land. The concept of a 
third force is nothing new in the postwar world. 
Czechoslovakia tried it, or hoped to-.try it, and 
promptly fell into the grasp of the Kremlin. 

Nor could anyone hope that the 70,000,000 
Germans with their enormous productive ability, 
their industrial capacity, their coal and steel, 
could remain in a state of politically suspended 
animation. The present power struggle is too 
dynamic, Germany too rich a prize for either 
side, to permit the country to become a second 
Switzerland. Neutralization is possible only 
through big power sufferance. 

And how could such _ neutralization be 
achieved? Russia has never shown the slightest 
inclination to withdraw voluntarily from what it 
has seized. There is no reason to believe it 
would withdraw from East Germany, unless it 
was sure it could win all Germany by pretending 
to leave. 

There is reason to believe, however, that West 
Germans are wiiling to postpone re-unification 
of their land. They know what it would cost 
them, and many of them did learn something of 
the evils of dictatorship from their — 
with Nazism. 

They know the advantages of freedom; they 
do not know how to secure it. The task of the 
West is to strengthen the belief in democracy 
that does exist, and to cultivate the almost non- 
existent knowledge of how democracy can be 
secured and operated. The West cannot afford 
to withdraw completely from Germany now. If 
it did, it would turn Germany over to those who 
would take Germans East for another adventure 
in world conquest. 

Instead, the West should seek to tie West 
Germany to Western Eyprope. It should draw 
from its rich resources ta offer West Germans 
more in the things of the spirit, the soul and the 
body than the Kremlin can offer. And it should 
build a union of Western Europe which would 
permit West Germans to enjoy freedom and eco- 
nomic well-being, without permitting them to 
endanger again the peace of the world.

The question there became the simple 
one of whether or not he killed his patient, and 
the jury found him not guilty. It is highly de- 
batable whether an administrative board should 
go behind such a verdict. 

And it is to be doubted whether any broad 
objective is gained by this punitive action. It 
leaves the situation where it was when Dr. 
Sander was a physician hardly known outside 
his own community. The law still forbids mercy 
killing. All the sincere discussion occasioned by 
this case has not changed it. Nor will there be 
a change so long as general sentiment remains 
so disturbed and so divided. 
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The Oil Plunderers Return 


The bill which 16 members of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee have voted out, to forfeit the 
Government’s dominion over offshore oil to the 
states, is called a “compromise,” but there is no 
compromise about it. 

It is the same greedy grab that the oil com- 
panies have been attempting for the past five 
years, behind the front of a few coastal gover- 
nors, the National Association of Attorneys Gen- 
eral, the Council of State Governments, and a 
bloc of members of Congress. 

The issues remain completely unchanged de- 
spite the jockeying of superficial provisions 
from one quitclaim bill to the other. This last 
big reservoir of oil within continental reach is a 


national resource, which must be conserved for — 


use if the life of the United States should be 
threatened by an aggressor. The only agency 
capable of so conserving and using it is the 
United States Government. 
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Gamblers and Telephones 
Mayor D’Allesandro of Baltimore and a group 
of New York officials have indorsed the pro- 
posed federal statute against the transmission of 

gambling information by public utilities. 


Such a law naturally appeals to police authori- 


-ties and to all who are concerned with the sup- 


pression of organized gambling and the crime 
and vice which it breeds. It actually is possible 
to argue that, had such a law been in force, 
there might not have been a Binaggio murder; 
indeed, that there might not have been a 
Binaggio. 

Careers such as those of the Kansas City 
gangster-boss are built on the profits of gam- 
bling and other rackets. They seek political 
power primarily because they want to -use it to 
protect themselves and their activities. against 
the authorities. If big-time commercialized .gam- 
bling were made impossible, the Binaggios might 
be forced into a more honorable way of life. 
And shutting off their communication services— 
especially their telephones—is a move toward 
making their racket impossible. 

This has been recognized, in effect, by the

Railroad firemeh will have a weak case to 
argue before the public if they go ahead with 
the strike they have called on four railroads 
for next Wednesday. . 

Their demand for a second fireman on multi- 
ple-unit diesel engines has twice been turned 
down by presidential fact-finding boards, in 1943 
and 1948. It is, in fact, a losing battle to keep 
as many men employed on every engine, regard- 
less of: the need for them, as there were more 
than 13 years ago before diesels began replacing 
steam locomotives. 

Safety is the: only plea the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Enginemen and Firemen argues to 
the public in support of the demand. The claim 
that safety demands the third man in the cab 
has been dismissed by both fact-finding boards 
and would, we think, be dismissed by any fair- 
minded investigator. 

A fireman’s major function on a diesel engine 
is concerned with safety; it consists of watching 
But if an engineer and a fire- 
man cannot safely observe and check each other 
on signals, the answer might be better signals, 
or a more alert fireman and engineer, or both; 
not a third crew member, without real duties. 

The railroads can strengthen their case 
against this kind of would-be featherbedding by 
equipping their trains with such fundamental 
safety devices as cab signals, automatic train 
stop, and radio. These devices help prevent 
human fallibility from resulting in disaster when 
offenses against safe operations are committed. 

The third occupant of the diesel cab—and the 
cab of every other railroad engine—should be a 
full complement of automatic safety devices. - 
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For Truth and Freedom 


One string to democracy’s cold war bow the 
United States has failed to exploit fully is the 
power of truth. Truth, if it can be carried to 
the farthest reaches of the lands behind the iron 
curtain, is the weapon best equipped to spread 
havoc and devastation among those who would 
enslave the world. -For Kremlin imperialism 
cannot survive without a protecting shield of 
distortion, fabrication and lying. 

But the mere existence of that protective cov- 
ering, held in place ruthlessly and capably, 
compounds the difficulty of spreading truth. 
Truth must be repeated constantly, pounded 
home in a variety of ways. 

It is not enough to penetrate the iron curtain 
once. It must be penetrated constantly. Conse- 
quently, President Truman's announcement to 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors that 
he has directed the State Department to plan a 
strengthened and more effective world campaign 
of truth is particularly welcome. 

And when the program is completed, Congress 
should lose little time in implementing it. The 
Senate has before it the Benton resolution for 
an information and cultural program to “close 
the mental gap” between peoples. 

But the House’s only contribution to this 
essential cause thus far has been negative. The 
House Appropriations Committee has trimmed 
$2,654,000 from the State Department’s foreign 
information services budget. Surely, the House 
has the duty of restoring those funds. 
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False Economy in Alaska 
Some mistaken notions of economy were writ- 
ten into the Wherry Act for Alaska housing, and 
with costly results. What it has cost so far is 


* paralysis of the housing construction program, 


on which the military program for Alaskan 
preparedness depends. 

A $12,000 price limit.-was set on the Alaska 
houses in the act which bears the Nebraska 
Senator’s name. This was purely a dream figure, 
having no relation to the harsh realities of 
building construction in Alaska. 

lt costs nearly three times as much to build 
in Alaska as it does to build in the United 
States. Materials and machinery must be 
brought into the territory; the freight rates for 
bringing. them in are exorbitantly high; the 
labor must be brought in, and paid high wages, 
and sent back home at the end of a building 
season which is very brief on account of the 
rigors of the climate. 

Frozen ground must be excavated and re- 
placed with gravel before concrete can be 
poured; water lines and sewer mains must be 
protected with heated tunnels. A minimum 
house of three bedrooms, which costs $15,500 
to build in the United States, can be built 
eight in -a row to save expense and kept to 
$42,500 each in Alaska. So the 3531 houses 
which the Wherry Act were to build remain 
nonexistent because of the dreamworld “econ- 
omy” of its $12,000 liniit. Not a single house 
has been built under this act. ,

many people would call folly.

Whether or not it brings honorable amends, the American note on 
the Baltic plane incident puts blame where it belongs, newspaper 
observes; apparently no rescue efforts were made by those who ad- 
mit firing oncraft, and their propaganda is no contribution to peace. 


An Editorial in the New York Herald Tribune 


The American reply to the Soviet pro- 
test of April 11 against an alleged viola- 
tion of Latvian territory by a “B-29 type” 
military airplane is a counter-protest, terse 
and emphatic, against the Soviet Union 
for brutally shooting down an ‘unarmed 
American reconnaissance aircraft on law- 
ful flight over the international waters of 
the Baltic. 


The Russians have convicted themselves 
in this episode, By their own statement 
they fired on a four-engine American air- 
plame in the Baltic area on the afternoon 
of Saturday, April 8. It turned to sea and 
“disappeared.” The Russians apparently 
made no effort to find it or rescue its 
personnel; through two days in which an 
intensive search was pressed by the West- 
ern powers they offered no help and not 
even a hint which might have assisted the 
searchers. 


Only on Tuesday, after hope of finding 
any survivors was already dim, did they 
present their “protest” with their own ver- 
sion that the plane was violating Latvian 
territory and was the first to open fire. 
And simultaneously they unleashed their 
ferocious propaganda machine to make the 
maximum of political ‘capital out of this 
version, 


The American authorities have checked 
the known facts; they at once prove the 
falsity of the Soviet account. The only 
American military plane in the air in the 
Baltic area that Saturday afternoon was 
not a B-29 but a Navy Privateer; it was 
unarmed and so could not have opened 
fire first; it was on a flight “over the Baltic 
Sea’ (not, as first stated by the local au- 


thorities, simply to Copenhagen and re- 
turn) but under strict orders to avoid Rus- 
sian territory and territorial waters. 

Its mission was completely legal. And 
this is the plane which the Russians state 
that they shot down, without affording it 
even the opportunity to report that it was 
under attack. 

The precise circumstances ieee be 
known. It may have got lost and found it- 
self inadvertently over Latvia. It may have 
flown into the extensive naval maneuvers 
which the Russians were reportedly hold- 
ing about that time in the waters between 
Sweden and Latvia. It may possibly have 
fallen victim to a new policy, at which 
“Pravda’s” violent article upon the epi- 
sode seemed to hint, of turning the whole 
Baltic Sea into a Soviet lake forbidden to 
all others. One cannot say. 

Whatever the circumstances, the Rus- 
sians have convicted themselves of a reck- 
lessness, inhumanity, and barbarity in in- 
ternational relations which has cost 10 
American lives and deserves the stinging 
rebuke which has been lodged against 
them. 

It seems unlikely that the incident will 
go farther. The men cannot be brought 
back to life; and there is little hope that 
the Russians will make the honorable 
amends which are asked of them. It may 
mean that American planes will now have 
to go armed against this kind of irrespon- 
sible trigger-happiness. 

But the record is at any rate made plain; 
and the extent to which the Soviet Union 
is contributing to peace in the delicate 
and difficult international situation of to- 
day should be obvious to, all. 


Another Time Tra p

A survey conducted by the Burdick Jun- 
ior High School of Stamford, Conn., among 
students who have television sets at home, 
shows that they are devoting almost as 
much time each week to viewing video 
shows as they are to attending classes in 
school. The pupils reported that the 
average time devoted weekly to television 
was 27 hours, almost four hours a day. 
The school itself claims 27 hours and 55 
minutes of a child’s time each week. 

Seventy-nine per cent of the children 
look at television regularly and only 21 
per cent do not. There are television sets 
in half the homes, but 29 out of every 50 of 
the remaining students managed to sce 
video programs at the homes of friends or 
neighbors for an average of 18 hours a 
week, or 2.64 hours a. day. 

Despite this general preoccupation with 
television, the great majority of pupils 
contended that this interest did not inter- 
fere with their home work, application to 
reading, or church attendance. This is 
difficult to credit. No pupil who puts’‘in 
hours a day gazing at a screen in the quest 
of entertainment is manifesting any great 
interest in reading and study. Cultural 
programs did not rank high in the scale 
of preference. 

In some sense, the problem is the same 
with which parents were confronted when 
radio was coming into its own as a com- 
petitor in almost every household for the 
attention of the children. It certainly was 
a distracting influence and a time con- 
sumer. Probably its most considerable 
contribution to society was to make good 
music available on a scale never before 
known. 

Parents now must consider the addition 
of television to the radio, the movies and 
sports events among the things which com-

BEHIND THE RACKETS BOSSES!

At the funeral services for Charles Bi- 
naggio, a priest made a statement which 
Was aS courageous as it was unusual. 

“We condemn the underworld and all 
its barbarous and. cowardly ways,” said 
Father Raymond Jackson. “But we con- 
demn also the overworld—liquor execu- 
tives, public officials in high and low place 
and the like who, though able to retain the 
aura of, respectability, sacrifice every de- 
cent principle for: their own contemptible 
and selfish ends.” 

Father Jackson made it clear his church, 
although providing the racketeer with 
Christian burial, was not condoning his 
career of crime and corruption. But his 
blow at “overlords” was even more signi- 
ficant. 

These so-called “big-time” racketeers ac- 
tually are small-time. They thrive only by 
the crooked connivance or the bald com- 
placency of men in the “aura of respecta- 
bility.’ No racketeer, however ruthless or 
however ambitious, can long maintain his 
power except by the sufferance of men 
high in public life or public influence. 

The racketeer is despicable and evil.

Between Book Ends 


Nondescript Sincerity 
THE TOWN AND THE CITY, by John Kerouac. 
court, Brace, $3.50.) 

John Kerouac in his first novel has man- 
aged to dissipate a young talent in the 
most irritating way. His story concerns 
the large Martin family of Galloway, Mass., 
all of whom both before and during the 
war have their great struggles with the 
problems of life: adolescence, loneliness, 
love, friendship, knowledge, truth. None 
of their prablems is simple. Each cries 
out in desperation, “Who am I?” Ironical- 
ly, the novelist answers all these height- 
ened intensities in simple terms: turn, he 
says, toward the warmth and sincerity of 
the family, and only a small town family. 
The city, # seems, is corrupt; furthermore, 
it is intellectual: it has been influenced by 
those awful people, the foreigners. Not 
since Saroyan has nondescript sincerity 
been so glorified. 

In the Martin family there are interest- 
ing types. There are Rosey big and self- 
less, lovable sister of the family, and Peter, 
the All-American 
foothall-hero and the 
leading character in 
the novel, who is 
contrasted with a 
despicable creature, 
his’ brother Francis, 
drawn by the novel- 
ist with a devilish 
enjoyment. Francis 
has mean cunning 
which is presented as 
the attribute of an

At 
the same time that Peter longs for the 
“genuine” honesty which he finds in his 
father and mother he surrounds himself 
with a nasty set of stereotyped Greenwich 
Village characters. Actually, of course, 
Peter is not at home in either the town 
or the city, and what is more important, 
Kerouac is equally a stranger in both 
places. The novelist lacks at this point 
in his 28 years the power to understand 
the real forces of either place. 

M. Kerouac’s shallow conclusion is that 
New York is “un-American,” mainly be- 
cause it has so many “foreigners.” I sug- 
gest that Mr. Kerouac return to “The 
American” by Henry James to gain an un- 
derstanding of the American character and 
the American scene—urban as well as 
rural.

When Might Was Right 
THE CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA: 1861-1865, 
by E. Merton Coulter. (Louisiana State University 

Press, 644 pgs., $7.) 

The ideal of the Confederacy, as this. 
professor of history at the University of 
Georgia phrases it, was to preserve life in 
the way that her people knew st. He con- 
tends that there was nothing immoral or 
evil in secession or in the attempt of the 
South to establish its independence. Neith- 
er nature nor God had decreed that a re- 
gion of the earth’s surface as diverse as 
the United States in geography, economic 
interests and political theories should be 
one nation. 

Thus it was a question of political ex- 
pediency and self-interest as to whether 
there should be one or two nations or even 
more. And so he concludes: “The fall of 
the Confederacy was an example of might 
making right; but in the light of subse- 
quent history, including even the Recon- 
struction of the Union, who is there today 
to argue that in this instance might was 
not ultimately to prove right in the pres- 
ervation of one country?” 

This volume, which is the fourth thus 
far published in the monumental new 
Stephenson-Coulter History of the South, 
will stand as volume seven in the com- 
pleted work of 10 volumes.

AS TO TREATMENT of sex criminals, or any criminals for 
that matter, the difficulties are apparent.

It may take months or years tor 


a psychoanalysis to be complete, 


and who knows then whether it will be successful or not. 

Perhaps psychiatrists would have less complaint about public 
criticism if the results they show could be more concrete. There 
again, of course, dealing with the infinitely subtle and complex 
human intellect, results cannot be reduced to mere statistics. But 
psychiatrists could avoid such demonstrations as they gave in the 
Mary Reardon case, where they, sometimes without even talking to 
the patient, gave learned analyses of why she “killed” her father. 
As a result of the court trial, Mary Reardon was shown to have 
been shot herself and was acquitted.

Dr. Cobb, head of the anatomy 
departmeni at the Washington (D.

The first step, he said. is “get 
the doors of the schools open” to 
all qualified persons. In this con- 
nection, he said that, of 79 med- 
ical schools in the United States, 
25 exclude Negroes; of 41 dental 
school, 16 exclude Negroes; of 
65 pharmaceutical colleges, 20 
exclude Negroes and of. 1215 nurs- 
ing schgols, 832 exclude Negroes. 
Secondly, he continued, mem- 
bers of the association and oth- 
ers interested in the problem 
should do everything they can to 
prepare students to fill openings 
that now exist in those schools 
from which Negroes are not ex- 
cluded. “There just = aren't 
enough qualified Negro appli- 
cants,” he said, “principally be- 
cause of the poorer educations 
they receive in the preparatory 
schools open to them.” 

Finally, he said, the National 
Medical Association, an open 
group that does not exclude Ne- 
groes, as does the American Med- 
ical Association, can render serv- 
ice by “independent thinking” on 
President Truman’s proposal for 
compulsory health insurance. 

' Noting that the A.M.A. is op- 
posed tot he President’s plan, 
Cobb said the N.M.A.’s board of 
trustees had indorsed national 
health insurance, but that to date | 
no action along this line has been 
taken by the group’s membershi 
as a whole. 

“I. personally am in favor of 

the President’s plan,” he _ said, 
“because it seems clear that no 
prepaid plan( such as Blue Cross) 
can fully cover the economically 
depressed classes. It is impor- 
tant that we do some independent 
thinking on this matter.”

BACONIANS IRKED 


AT ROYAL VISIT TO 
SHAKESPEARE HOME 


LONDON, April 21 (UP)—The 
Bacon Society said today it would 
demand another effort to open 
the tomb of poet Edmund Spen- 
ser in Westminster Abbey and 
thus prove once and for all that 
Sir Francis Bacon wrote the plays 
credited to William Shakespeare. 

Aroused by the first royal visit 
in history to Shakespeare’s birth- 
place at Stratford-on-Avon yes- 
terday, the Baconians denounced 
the Shakespeare shrine visited by 
King -George, Queen Elizabeth 
and Princess Margaret as a 
“fake.” 

They said it was through a “co- 
lossal historical blunder that a 
simple merchant and money- 
lender (Shakespeare) had - been 
confused with the greatest writer 
of them all” (Bacon). 

In 1938 the society prevailed on 
Westminster Abbey to open the 
tomb of Edmund Spenser, the 
Elizabethan poet. 

At Spenser’s death, all the 
great living poets threw manu- 
scripts of poems into his tomb. 
The Baconians contended these 
manuscripts would not show a 
poem by Shakespeare but would 
show one by Bacon—thus, they 
said, proving there was no writ- 
ing Shakespeare. 

But they now believe that the 
wrong tomb was opened, probably 
that of Matthew Prior.

In the Vandenberg-Dewey-Dul- 
les period bi-partisanship worked 
because the Administration had 
policies to propose that the con- 
sultation could then deal with. 
The fundamental trouble today is 
that in so large a part of the field 
of foreign affairs the Administra- 
tion has run out of proposals 
which carry conviction and in- 
spire confidence and hope. 

In the Far East, in the military 
situation of the Atlantic alliance, 
in what is to follow the Marshall 
plan, in respect to the future of 
Germany, the assumptions, the 
estimates and calculations, the 
theories and projects which Mr. 
Acheson inherited have been over- 
taken by events. 

We are at a critical point where 
the problem is not—as it was in 
the Vandenberg-Dewey-Dulles pe- 
riod—to develop agreement on 
policies that were already in their 
essentials conceived. The problem 
now is to discern and conceive 
new policies which, when they 
have been formulated, can then 
be subjected to bi-partisan con- 
sultation. 

The worst consequence of the 
partisan assault on Acheson of the 
State Department is that the in- 
ordinately difficult and delicate 
business of forming new policy 
has become almost impossible. 
Mr. Acheson and his colleagues 
are like a man who is trying to 
put together a complicated jigsaw 
puzzle with one hand while with 
the other he has to keep at arm’s 
length a crowd yelling*in his ears, 
beating him over the head, pull- 
ing his hair and untying his 
shoes. He will not make much 
progress with the jigsaw puzzle 
until that crowd -disperses and 
there is a little quiet and order 
in the place where he has to 
think.

CHICAGO, April 21 (AP)—Boxing requires “the closest kind 
of supervision and control,” the Journal of the American Medical 


Association said today. 

“NO amount of regulation can 
completely remove the hazards 
of the activity, but every effort 


uarde | Must be made to provide the 


safest possible competitive condi- 
tions,” the Journal said in an 


editorial. 


The Journal pointed out that 
the joint committee on health 
probléms in education of the Na- 
tional Education Association and 
the American Medical Association 
passed a resolution some time ago 
disapproving boxing as an inter- 
school activity. The Journal added: 

“Realizing that boxing would 
be continued the committee also 
outlined exacting health and safe- 
ty precautions that should be 
taken when the activity is con- | 
ducted. 

“It was the feeling of the com- 
mittee, however, that few schools 
are in a position to provide the 
essential equipment and facilities, 
the trained teaching. personnel 
and the careful medical supervi- 
sion needed to assure maximum 


conditions of safety for the parti- 
cipants.” 

The Journal pointed out that 
ring deaths usually follow brain 
injury. It said boxing is one of 
the few sports “in which the of- 
fensive goal is to strike the op- 
ponent and in which the head is 
the principal target.”

NEWSPAPERS LEAD IN 
NATIONAL ADVERTISING 


Regain Top Position Over 
‘ Magazines in Annual 
Income. 


NEW YORK, April 21 (AP)— 
Newspapers regained in 1949, for 
the first time since 1941, their 
dollar leadership as a national 
advertising medium, the bureau 
of advertising of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion reported yesterday. 

National advertisers dollar in- 
vestment in newspaper space last 
year rose to $445,015,000, a record 
high for the fourth successive 


This gave the newspapers top 
spot over the magazines which 
have been the ranking national 
advertising medium since 1942. 

Magazine expenditures by na- 
tional advertisers were placed at 
$440,795,042, and radio and tele- 
vision combined at $376,400,329. 

The bureau said its 1949 figure 
for newspaper national advertis- 
ing was based on space measure- 
ments in 1260 weekday newspa- 
pers representing 95.3 per cent 
of such circulation, and 430 Sun- 
day newspapers with 96.6 per cent 
of total Sunday circulation in the 
United States. 

Leading expenditures for 1949 
by industry classifications were: 
Grocery, $112,465,000; automotive, 
$85,856,000; alcoholic beverages, 
$42,375,000; toilet requisites, $30,- 
549,000: transportation, $20,048.,- 
000, and tobacco, $19,970,000.

ject. They are lecturing, or work- 
ing .in their universities, or other- 
wise occupied. 

Put these three pieces of evi- 
dence together, and it is diffi- 
cult to escape an obvious con- 
clusion. The United States is not 
now engaged in an all-out effort 
to perfect the new weapon. A 
reasonable guess would be that 
the effort, compared with the 
wartime Manhattan Project, is on 
a comparatively leisurely, peace- 
time basis. 


Some Scientists Oppose It. 

It is also possible to make a 
reasonable guess about how this 
situation came about. It is no 
secret that many of the scientists 
from the start bitterly opposed 
attempting .to manufacture the 
hydrogen bomb. Tv their voices 
was added the powerful voice of 
former Chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission David Lilien- 
thal. 

The objection of the scientists 
was largely based initially on 
moral and emotional grounds. But 
in part perhaps to support 
the moral argument, technical 
grounds also were advanced for 
not trying to make the bomb. 


Some of these have been brief- 
ly, and no doubt in over-simpli- 
fied form, described in this space. 
There is every reason to believe 
that the “problem of maintaining 
assembly” can only be solved if 
a very heavy form of hydrogen 
called tritium is used as the basic 
material. And aside from other 
grave disadvantages, both urani- 
um raw materials and uranium 
piles are needed to make tritium. 


This brings the tritium bomb 
into direct competition with the 
present atom bomb. Moreover, al- 
though no one denies that a sin- 
gle tritium bomb would be far 
more devastating than a single 
atom bomb, at least some of the 
scientists have argued that the

Yoshida, praising the accomplish- 
ments of the farm reform pro- 
gram, as of that date.

Trade Laws Criticized. 


Yoshida on his last campaign 
tour told his followers he be- 
lieveG that the anti-monopoly 
and fair trade practice laws of 
Japan would have to be modified 
drastically in order to attract 
“foreign” capital. What he 
meant was American capital. 


Very few of the great Ameri- 
can business enterprises which 
used to be active in Japan in 
partnership with Japanese indus- 
tries have seen fit to return 
there since the surrender. Amer- 
ican business men in Tokyo are 
almost unanimous in their belief 
that the postwar labor laws and 
anti-monopoly laws in Japan 
went too far in giving power to 
labor against management and 
restricting legitimate business 
enterprise. 

They have a good ally in Yo- 
shida, and also in his trade min- 
ister, Inagaki, who used to be 
president of the Yokohama Rub- 
ber Co., and affiliate of the 
Goodrich Rubber Co., before the 
war. Inagaki is ~ particularly 
active in bucking or circumvent- 
ing the anti-monopoly laws. 
Practically every order that has 
gone from Gen. MacArthur's 
headquarters to the Japanese 
Trade Ministry since Inagaki 
took office has met with a plea 
for delay or a protest. Some- 
times the pleas emanated from 
Inagaki and sometimes directly 
from Yoshida. 


The labor union movement has 
been rendered docile by mass 
firings of the leaders of the Gov- 
ernment workers. Most of these 
leaders were Communists. Some 
were not. 


Lack of money has prevented 
many localities in Japan from 
implementing the school reform 
laws, or even building enough 
school rooms to accommodate 
the local children. The emphasis 
of all government in Japan today 
—either Allied or Japanese—is 
on busines recovery by austerity, 
hard work and discipline, and 
the carrying out of social re- 
forms is to a large degree de- 
ferred into some indefinite fu- 
ture when the impoverished 
Japauese can afford it.

This in capsule form, is the 
purely technical case against the 
hydrogen bomb.

between two stools. On the one 
hand, the moral and technical ob- 
jections of the scientists have 
been overridden. The AEC will 
“continue its work’’—very prob- 
ably the initial effort will be 
made to find an intermediate 
bomb, in which the fusion prin- 
ciple will be used chiefly to in- 
crease the efficiency of the fis- 
sion bomb. On the other hand, 
no great and risky investment 
will be made to achieve the true 
hydrogen bomb in the _ shortest 
possible time. 

From all this, two conclusions 
emerge. First, it must certainly 
be assumed that the Soviets are 
at work on a hydrogen project, 
with an absolute, wartime 
priority. Unless it can be demon- 
strated conclusively that the ef- 
fort to make the hydrogen bomb 
is unquestionably a bad invest- 
ment, we have no alternative but 
to attempt to match the Soviet 
effort.

115,000,000 Listed .in, Census . 
With Count 75 Pct. Completed| 


This Is Estimate of Director — Enumeration 
Delayed in Some Areas by Bad Weather, 
in Cities by Absences. — 


WASHINGTON, April 21. (AP) 
~Census Director Roy V. Peel 
estimated today that the 1950 
population count is more than 75 
per cent finished, with 115,000,- 
000 Americans‘already recorded. 

The three-quarter mark was 
passed in the 17 working days 
through yesterday, leaving eight 
days in this month to clean up 
the remaining one-fourth ‘of the 
count. 

With the census tally supposed 
to be finished this month—but 
not absolutely required — Peel 
commented that “we are very op- 
timistic over the progress of the 
census.” ¢ 

He said the 1950 count had 
gone much more rapidly than the 
1940 census, with detailed records 
showing a 43 per cent completion 
on April 15 this year against less 
than 36 per cent at the same point 
in 1940. 

Census officials said the count 
has lagged in some localities and 
may continue into next.month at 
some points. Ae _every y place 


they said, the count will keep on 
until it is finished. . 

Census takers 
plagued, especially in the cities, 
by finding all the occupants ab- 
sent at house after house 
apartment after apartment.>. 

City census takers will concen- 
trate on repeat calls the rest of 
this month to catch somebody 
home. If they're still unsuccess- 
ful, the census bureau has a trick 
up its sleeve. 

So the count will be as accurate 
as possible, the bureau has noti-’ 
fied supervisors throughout the 
country to give warning before 
they close their books in any lo- 
cality. 

The supervisors have been in- 
structed to do so through, news- 
papers and radio stations and to 
urge persons who think they’ve 
been overlooked to “get in touch” 
with the local census office so.

It keeps a straight face, but, with the ebullient 
Dan Dailey as the hero, it has a gay and extravagant air, and 
its heroics mount to a scale calculated to shame the most epic

Dan plays a drummer (note to young people: in 1876 a 
drummer was a traveling salesman, as well as a man who beat 
a percussion instrument). He is forced to be the one paid pas- 
senger on a railroad locomotive trying to complete its first 
run through Colorado mountain country to establish its fran- 
chise, in spite of gunmen for the displaced stagecoach line 
and warring Arapahoes. Where there are no rails, a 20-mule 
team drags the locomotive. When a bridge is blown up, Engi- 
neer Walter Brennan takes the Jocomotive and tender apart 
and they drag them over a mountain, using mule teams, Indian 
sledges, wagons, and even chorus girls from a wagon show. 
The chief of the bloodthirsty Arapahoes turns out to be an 
old Wild West show buddy of Dan's, so the redskins are 
placated. There is some grumbliag over giving up the white 
scalps, so Dan has to overawe the braves with a heap big 
medicine miracle of a huge fireworks display which a Chinese 
laundryman, who just happened to come along to deliver the 
wash, just happens to have to celebrate the Chinese New Year. 
(It is pointed out the Chinese New Year is long past. The 
laundryman merely shrugs and says: “Me late.”’) 

Anne Baxter as a Colt-toting mountain flower who has 
shot a dozen men, but hasn't been kissed, is only a slight dis- 
tortion of all the pure hervines of Western fiction and films.

The same sort of Western heroics are offered“seriously in 
“THE OUTRIDERS,” at LOEW’S STATE, byt without par- 
ticularly stimulating results. Joel McCrea, Barry Sullivan, 
and James Whitmore are cast as three Confederate soldiers 

who escape from a prison in Missouri, join 
up with a guerrilla named Keeley, vaguely 
identified as one of Quantrell’s ,lieutenants, 
and are persuaded to join a wagon train 
from Santa Fe as fifth columnists and lead 
it into an ambush set by Keeley’s men. The 
wagons are carrying a million dollars in 
gold bullion bound for the Federal coffers 
in St. Louis, and peauteous Arlene Dahil, whom Mr. McCrea 
soon learns to regard as the more valuable of the two car- 
goes. The Union forces, by some weak excuse, don't see fit 
to send a military escort along with the treasure, leaving it 
up to Mr. McCrea’s expert trigger finger to guard it just 
as soon as he has had the customary change of heart. Mr. 
Sullivan continues to be dy, goes back to the guerrillas in 
the final gunfight, and all the bad men end up full of bullets, 
which, if they had seen any of Joel’s previous movies, they 
would have known was their inevitable fate. 

The ambush takes place at some spot in southern Mis- 
souri about where Shannon county is on the map, a place 
extremely unlikely to be on the route from Santa Fe if the 
scripter had bothered to study his geography. But little at- 
tention is paid to detail. The Southerners don’t have Southern 
accents, but Claude Jarman, cast as an Ohio youth, does. The 
scenery is that of Utah, in the Missouri sequences. There is 
some attempt at drama,, but it’s weak and sporadic. Interest 
falls back on the customray Indian fights, chases and gun-play, 
with a crossing of a swollen river by the wagon caravan on 
a raft, the only new wrinkle in the otherwise routine affair. 


John Garfield's Last Ride 


There is a lot that is trite in “UNDER MY SKIN,” open- 
ing at the FOX tomorrow, but a solid, realistic performance 
by John Garfield.as a crooked jockey, the sensitive work of a 
new boy actor named Orley Lindgren, and some atmosphere 

; shots of Italian and French tracks and Pa- 
risian scenes make it reasonably absorbing 
melodrama. 

It is from the Ernest Hemingway short 
story, “My Old Man.” I don’t know how the 
story has fared on expansion, not having read 
it, but the film contains a lot of plot cliches 
welded by some lean dialogue. The jockey’s 

one good trait is his love for his small son. Having double- 
crossed some gamblers in Italy by winning a race, the jockey is 
pursued by them to Paris, where they serve notice in the usual 
menacing understatement that he'd better repay them or else. 


He meets an embittered night-club proprietress in the 
person of Micheline Prelle, the French actress (formerly 
Presie) of “Devil in the Flesh.” She wearily informs him, be- 
tween torchy song numbers, that it has always been her bad 
luck to fall in love with heels, and he is the current attraction. 
She does shame him enough to commit one good deed to justi- 
fy his boy’s faith in him. That involves winning the Grand 
Prix, excitingly photographed, double-crossing the same 
gamblers, and getting fatally injured in a fall just across the 
finish line. The deathbed scene is a maudlin touch that should 
have been avoided, but there isn’t much else to complain of, 
and, if you overlook the fact Garfield weighs too much for 
a jockey, you'll find his performance taut and convincing. 
George De Witt, comedian, and Mervin Shiner, Decca 
recording singer, will head the vaudeville.

“To Sell the Skin Before You

“To sell the skin before you 
have caught the bear,” is to count 
your chickens before they are 
hatched. 

This old saying is supposed to 
have gained impetus during the 
wave of speculation in which 
England was engulfed at the 
time of the South Sea bubble, 
early in the eighteenth century, 
when, it is said, bearskins were 
traded in as mere stock market 
operations. But—the words have 
a proverbial history long pre- 
dating this. 

Shakespeare made allusion to 
the idea in the historical play, 
Henry V, as follows: 

“The man that once did sell 
the lion’s skin while the beast 
lived, was killed with hunting 
him.” 

However, the saying with the 
bear, as the hero, rather than the 
lion, is in English literature be- 
fore Shakespeare, as it has been 
so repeatedly since his day. It 
was another English poet and 
dramatist, John Lyly, in a sense 
Shakespeare’s contemporary, who 
gave this metaphor its first re- 
corded usage in his celebrated 
“Euphues,” thus: 

“I trusted so much that I sold 
the skin before the bear was 
taken.”

problems in canasta come at 
the end of the play of a hand, 


when the stock is exhausted, but 


noone has gone out. 

The rule governing this case is: 
The player drawing the last card 
discards. If the next 
player takes his discard, play con- 
tinues—until any player in turn 
fails to take the previous discard, 
or, of course, until someone goes 
out. Take the case of the player 
with this hand: 


He had just drawn the joker, 
which was the last card of the 
stock. His side had a meld of six 
queens, and by adding his joker 
to it he could turn it into a mixed 
canasta and earn a 300-point bo- 
nus, phus the 50-point value of the 
joker. . 

But if he did this ne would have 
to discard either the eight or the 
seven, and both of these were dan- 
gerous cards. His left-hand oppo- 
nent might be able to take either 
card, get a large discard pile with 
it, and score so mich that it would 
far outweigh the value of the 
mixed canasta. Remember, he 
could not be sure this would hap- 
pen, but there was a chance that 
it might. 

However, if he abandoned the 
chance to make the canasta, and 
discarded the joker, the hand 
would end then and there; for in 
no circumstances can a discard 
pile be taken when it is topped 
by a wild card. 

He decided discretion was the 
better part of valor, and discarded 
the joker. Most expert players 
would agree with him. There are 
a few exceptions, of course — as 
when it is apparent that the oppo- 
nents cannot score very much 
even if they get the pack—but 
generally it plays to play safe. 

Question: What’s the difference 
if a pack is frozen from the start 
(by the dealt upcard being a red. 
trey or wild card)? .I understand 
that until you make the initial 
meld the pack is frozen anyway. 
Or is this a double-freeze? 


Answer: Such a pack would not 
be unfrozen by making the initial 
meld from the hand. It would still 
require a natural matching pair. 
But there is no such thing as a 
“double-freeze.” Regardless of the 
reason for which the pack is fro- 
zen, the requirements for taking 
it are always the same: a match- 
ing natural pair.

Dr. Thomas C. Vinson, a Medical 


Missionary, Twice Ousted From China 
by War—Performed Many Operations 


se 


pital may have their tempera- 

tures taken and their throats 
swabbed this afternoon by an 
earnest, $50-a-month intern 
named Dr. Thomas C. Vinson. If 
they do, it should be good news 
to them because the slight, de- 
termined-looking 36-year-old doc- 
tor is no ordinary intern. 

Twice in his young professional 
life Dr. Vinson has been kicked 
out of China. For nine years he 
soaked up more medical-experi- 
ence than many practitioners 
gather in twice that time and dur- 
ing one period of a year and a 
half he performed or assisted in 
2000 operations alone. 


Although he is a graduate of an 
American medical school, Dr. Vin- 
son is back in medical knee-pants 
because he took his internship in 
China and equipment for train- 
ing and recording medical sta- 
tistics are not quite up to par in 
those regions. 


‘ “Nine years of work have been 
so much experience,” the doctor 
smiles, “but I have no regrets 
about coming back and learning 
all over again. Medicine is a 
little like learning Chinese. 
You’ve got to keep at it to keep 
up.” 

Dr. Vinson was born in Haichow 
in north central China, the son of 
Scuthern Presbyterian missionar- 
ies. His mother subsequently died 
of a disease traceable to dietary 
deficiencies and in 1931 his father 
was killed by Chinese bandits 
when he refused to betray the 
presence of 600 native prisoners. 


The doctor went to high school 
in: this country and from 1936 to 
1940 attended the medical branch 
of the University of Texas in Gal- 
veston, where he met his wife. 
The two went to China as medical 
missionaries in 1940 and the doc- 
tor took a year’s internship at a 
mission hospital in .Japanese-held 
territory. In October 1941 they 
were evacuated to Manila and for 
three years and two months they

lived behind the barbed wire of 
various internment camps. 

There Dr. Vinson ‘fought 
chronic dysentery with the starva- 
tion method in use 50 years 
ago and, together with only one 
other doctor, provided medical 
care for 1000 civilian internees. 


With his associate he performed 
100 major operations in eight 
months—on a 500-calorie-a-day 
diet of two meals consisting most- 
ly of cornmeal mush, thin soup, 
and as an occasional treat, a care- 
fully measured portion of rice. 


Liberated in 1945 by American 
airborne troops, the Vinsons re- 


‘turned to San Francisco where the 


doctor, now up to what he con- 
siders an impressive body weight 
of 142 pounds, fattened up. The 
war had worn him down to a bare 
90 pounds. 

“We'd go into a restaurant,” he 
recalls, “and order a huge meal. 
When we were finished we’d go 
around the corner to another 
place and order the same thing 
all over again. We were a little 
too embarrassed, you know, to 
order two identical meals in the 
same place.”

FTER a brief period of pri- 
A vate practice at Hooker, Okla., 
where his wife’s family lives, 
the doctor and his family set 
out once more in 1947 and 
returned to their old stamping 
grounds. This time the mission 
board asked Dr. Vinson _ to 
become superintendent of a 
200-bed hospital in Nationalist- 
held Tsinkiangpu. In one and a 
half years there he and four Chi- 
nese physicians treated 10,000 bed 
patients and more than 100,000 
outpatients. 
A disease known as Kala-azar, 
caused by a parasite and carried 
by the sandfly, resulting in a

to see 250 pathetic Chinese pa- 
tients in a single afternoon, and 
it was during this time, too, that 
he and a Chinese surgeon operat- 
ed on 2000 persons, Including 500 
major operations that might nor- 
mally require teams of high-pow- 
ered specialists. 

In August 1948, war again 
reared its unsympathetic head. 
The Vinsons .were evacuated just 
ahead of incoming Communist 
troops. The retreating Nationalist 
forces burned down their hospital 
to the ground, ostensibly to make 


Communist administration of new- 
ly conquered domain more dif- 
ficult. 


Dr. Vinson, understandably, 
finds this action hard to compre- 


hend although he is convinced in 
his own mind that the decision to 
destroy the medical outpost for 
4,000,000 Chinese was ordered by 
officers in the field, not by au- 
thorities at Nanking. Such a blow 
to medical care is perhaps best 
gauged in the light of estimates 
that there is possibly one native 
physician for every 50,000 per- 
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recognized, exX-

Word for It

He Sighed and Expired. 


HE Latin stem spiro, ‘“‘to blow 
T gently, to breathe,” forms sev- 
eral familiar words, the literal 
oe of which are surpris- 
ng. 

For example, “He sighed and 
expired” literally means, “He 
sighed and breathed. out.” Expire 
has been used euphemistically for 
“die” for so long a time that the 
precise meaning, “to breathe 
out,” has been almost forgotten. 


An inspiration, strictly speak- 
ing, is a drawing in of. the 
breath. Its use to designate the 
awakening of a mental impulse 
probably was suggested by the 
term “divine afflatus,” meaning 
“divinely imparted knowledge.” 
Afflatus means “to breathe or 
blow upon.” 


Respiration means “to breathe 
in and out,” as we all know. 
But what of aspiration? Does the 
word designate a sort of lofty 
ambition? Yes, figuratively; but 
its exact meaning is “to breathe 
or blow on.” 

Suspiration, “the act of breath- 
ing under,” has literally the same 
meaning as _ expiration, ‘‘to 
breathe out; to sigh.” 

Perspiration has the amazing 
literal meaning of “act of breath- 
ing everywhere.” Only in a figur- 
ative sense does perspiration 
mean “sweat.” 

But the true meaning of tran- 
spire is the greatest surprise of 
all. Hold tight now. § Tran- 
spire actually means “to breathe 
through.” And its primary mod- 
ern meaning is “to excrete 
through the skin; to perspire.” 
This has given rise to the ex- 
tended figurative meaning of “to 
leak out,” hence, “to become 
known.” 

Transpire, in the meaning of 
“to happen; to occur,” is frowned 
upon by most authorities, as 
“The event transpired on Main 
street.” This misuse is the result 
of wrongly interpreting such sen- 
tences as “News of the event 
transpired (came to public knowl- 
edge) yesterday.” 

The word conspirators suggests 
a group of whispering plotters 
with their heads so close together 
that they breathe in each other’s 
faces. Yes, you're right—conspire 
means “to breathe together.” 

Aspirants to public office have 
always been diligent buttonholers 
and .breathers-into-the-face as 
they emphasize their peculiar fit- 
ness for the elective position. 
Well, an ‘aspirant is one who 
aspires—who breathes or blows 
on. 

Now, the real essence of all 
these words is found in the word 
spirit, the literal meaning of 
which is “the breath of life.” It 
comes directly: from the Latin 
spiratus, “breathing,” from our 
original Latin stem spiro, “to 
breathe or blow gently.” 

And, because the deceased is 
said to have “breathed his last 
(breath),” the term, “he has ex- 
pired,” is often used. In other 
words, his spirit (breath of life) 
has left his body in an expiration 
exactly like a sigh.

West pounced on the trick 
and led another heart—and now 
South could not even get out of 
dummy without shortening his 
own trumps! The result was, fi- 
nally, that he went down a trick 
—for “bottom on the board.” 

Since this pair had failed to bid 
a slam, it couldn’t have done well, 
on a match-point basis, no matter 
how South handled the four- 
spade contract—but, simply for 
the record, he should have taken 
all 13 tricks, as the fortunate by- 
product of the correct safety play! 
That safety play, after winning 
the first trick with the heart king, 
was to cash the ace and king of 
trumps! Naturally, South couldn't. 
know that the queen would drop 
—but suppose it didn’t? He would 
then go blithely on his way, run- 
ning clubs, letting the enemy win 
their two spade tricks as they 
liked, and assuring himself, at 
least, that he would make five- 
odd.

Roof Troubles 

ROOF has things pretty tough 

all year around but in winter
